CANDIDATES FOR PUBLIC OFFICE 


Contests for Offices of Selectman, Town Treasurer, Tree 
Warden, Collector of Taxes and Auditor Promise 
General Interest in Coming Election 


On March 4, the voters will cast their 
ballots for town officers for the ensuing 
year. The usual polling places will be open 
from 6.00 a. m., to 6.30 p. m. 

Most of the candidates are well known 
to the voters several of them seeking election 
for the third time. For the office of select- 
man, assessor and overseer of the poor 
there are three candidates; Frank H. Hardy, 
who seeks re-election for a third term, 
Matthew Burns, who polled 861 votes for 
that office last year, and Roland Luce who 
is a candidate new to Andover voters. 

George A. Higgins is again candidate for 
the office of Town clerk and treasurer. He 
has held the office of treasurer since 1909 
and that of clerk 1912 since. He is opposed 
for the office of treasurer by Thaxter Eaton. 

Two members of the school committee, 
Fred E. Cheever and Miss Mary Geagan, 
whose terms expire, seek election, while 
H. Gilbert Francke is a candidate for the 
vacancy left by the expiration of the term 
of Ernest Johnson, who is not again a candi- 
date. 

Walter I. Morse, a member of the Board 
of Public Works for the last six years, seeks 


re-election. George Brown of High street, 
Ballardvale, desires to succeed the late 
Bancroft T. Haynes as a member of the 
Board of Public Works. 

William B. Cheever for ten years col- 


lector of taxes is opposed by George Page 
of 30 Dufton road. 

There will be a contest for the office of 
tree warden between E. Burke Thornton, 
the present incumbent, and Ralph Berry 
who has several times before been a candidate 
for this office, 

There are four candidates for the office of 
auditor to which but three can be elected; 
the three successful candidates of last year 
Walter L. Coleman, David L. Coutts, and 
Harry Sellars, and Harry W. Wadman who 
polled 1226 votes. 

Granville K. Cutler of Lowell street and 
Professor Charles H. Forbes have resigned 
as members of the town planning board. 
Irving Southworth whose term expires this 
year will not be a candidate for re-election. 
Candidates to fill these vacancies are con- 
spicuous by their absence.

Apportionment of Cost of Rebuilding North Main Street Bridge 
Settled at Private Hearing—Director of Accounts Tells 
Advantages of State System of Accounting 


MATTHEW BURNS RALLY 


Candidate for Office of Selectman Criti-

Matthew Burns, candidate for the office of 
Selectman, and champion of the “forgotten 
man”’ rather than the “aristocracy” held a 
rally in the Town hall last evening with an 
attendance which about half filled the hall. 
William A. G. Kydd, also a losing candidate 
for selectman last year, acted as chairman 
and introduced the speakers of whom the 
principal one, Mr. Burns, took the oppor- 
tunity (as expressed by one of the other 
speakers) to “hang, draw and quarter” 
Andover public officials, 

Ralph Berry, candidate for the office of 
tree warden for the third time was the first to 
be introduced. There is a saying that ‘the 
third time never fails” but Mr. Berry said he 
would leave the truth of the statement to the 
voters at the polls. The moth superintendent 
has not yet been hous by the Board of 
Selectmen and doubtless the same man will 
receive that appointment who is elected as 
tree warden. He stated that he had been 
employed in the moth department for several 
years and thanked the voters for their en- 
dorsement in previous campaigns. 

Thaxter Eaton, candidate for Town 
treasurer, facetiously remarked that he 
a candidate for public office 
“quite frequently ” of late and didn’t consider 
that he needed any introduction to the voters. 
He expressed confidence in the success of his 


ee fe that considering the resent- 
ment felt f ig the salary increases at the 
last Town meeting ‘‘any half-decent candi- 


was actually ‘“ by voters” as is 
required by the statutes. He considered its 
accomplishment a matter of luck and high- 
handed if not illegal.

Eastern Massachusetts railway, State, 


jCounty and Town of Andover present, 


according to a statement made yesterday 4 
Selectman Frank H. Hardy. The Boston 
Maine will assume 50 percent of the cost 
and the Eastern Massachusetts 10 percent, 
leaving 40 percent to be divided among the 
vor e County and Town, or 13 1-3 percent 
each, 


The work of building the new bridge will 
be done by the Boston and Maine railroad 
and it is so arranged that the State, County, 
Town and street railway will reimburse 
Boston & Maine for their share of the cost. 
The total expense of reconstructing the 
bridge is estimated at $93,000. 

Andover was represented at the hearing 
by the board of selectmen, Frank H. Hardy, 
Andrew McTernen and Dr. J. J. Daly. 
The hearing was held at the request of the 
selectmen. 

Subsequent to the agreement on the costs 
of the bridge, Mr. Hardy states that the 
M. T. Stevens Commend through President 
Nathaniel Stevens has waived all 
to their property which may be caused by the 
widening of North Main street as has also 
the Boston & Maine railroad. Other roperty 
owners to be affected are the J. W.

Will Assist Taxpayers in Making Out | practically the same as the Revenue Act of 


Income Tax Returns 1926, as far as the individual taxpayers are 
concerned. One exception is that of earned 
income, the maximum of which has been 
increased from $20,000 to $30,000. 

The rate of taxation remains the same— 
1 1-2 per cent on the first $4,000; 3 per cent 
on the second $4,000 and 5 per cent on the 
remainder. On net income exceeding $10,000 
there must be computed a graduated sur- 
tax. Any taxpayer whose net income is 
$5,000 or less is entitled to a 25 per cent 
reduction in his tax.

The hours 
during which service will be rendered are 
from 8.45 a. m. to 5.00 p. m., unless other- 
wise stated. The closing hour on Saturdays 
will be 1.15 p.m. Taxpayers should note 
carefully the days on which the deputies 
will be in their respective localities.

The other new mark was made by James 
Doherty of Brockton, who ran a beatuiful 
race in the 300-yard event to win in 34 4-5s. 

In the 300-yard event Doherty of Brockton 
ran a pretty race. He defeated Joe Dineen 
of Lawrence. Bob Andrews of Medford and 
John Badaracco of Brookline in the excep- 
tionally fast time of 34 4-5 seconds. That 
mark offset the one made by Harold Yavner 
in the inter-scholastic events of 1927. Bob 
Ewing of Newton, picked by many to win, 
failed to get a place. 5 

Smith’s performance in the 600-yard event 
was probably the best exhibition of the 
afternoon. His feat was more noteworthy 
due to the fact that he broke both the cage 
and meet record. The old cage record was 
held by Taylor, Harvard '28, made Feb. 21, 
1925, in 1:18 3-5 seconds, while the meet 
record was held by Harrington of Lowell, in 
1:19 1-5 seconds, on Feb. 19, 1927. 

Hayes’ work in the 40-yard low hurdles 
equalled that made by John Janis, ex-Law- 
rence High athlete and White, ex-Medford 
athlete, last year. Hayes was the leading 
point scorer of the meet, amassing ten of 
Somerville’s 10 1-2 points. He was also the 
only double winner of the competition. 

The most thrilling relay race of the day 
was staged between the Andover and Har- 
vard Freshman teams. The Harvard yearlings 
led all the way until Pitkin, anchor man for 
Andover, gained the pole on the first corner 
and led his rival to the tape. 

The meet of last Saturday was the most 
successful of any yet held. The spectators 
thronged the gallery and voiced their ap- 
preciation of the boys’ efforts. The entire 
program of events was run off smoothly and 
much credit is due the directors of games for 
their excellent arrangements.

fast becomi 
for inscrutable reasons the average citizen 
sidesteps the vexed subject, as he would a 
broken trolley wire sputtering in the road- 
way. The net result of this hands-off-the- 
schools attitude of the proletariat being a 
cumbersome educational system that eminent 
educators themselves admit has run away 
with itself and is still running. It is a far cry 
from the time of Lincoln with his few books, 
reading by the firelight to the present with 
costly books and libraries on every hand. 
The law of diminishing returns is one of 
wide application. The cost of our schools has 
multiplied many times, largely because of 
educational frills and fancies. 

But do the results justify the expenditure? 
As a skeleton map of a strange city best tells 
us all we need to know in passing through it, 
so a well-known outline of history gives to 
the general reader, even in a brief perusal, a 
better grasp of the subject than wadi 
through a score of volumes. This idea acpiied 
to the schools would stress better teaching of 
the fundamentals, content to view the rest 
in outline. Unrelated words do not constitute 
language. Neither do unassociated facts, 
laboriously memorized, spell wisdom. Culti- 
vation of the reasoning faculty is of much 
greater value than loading the mind with 
what is soon forgotten. The first within our 
limitations, stands always ready to serve us, 
while the latter is little better than so much 
junk without the other. . 

Our schools today are feeding the mind with 
a mixture fearsome in its complexity, which 
leaves too little work for the teeth. The mind 
like the body gains strength chiefly through 
a hole in the fence. Education in its best sense 
will ever be regarded as broadly cultural— 
itself being its own best recompense. Our 
common schools today, in a valiant effort to 
be more practical, are teaching the youn, 
idea not so much how to shoot as a weir 
multiplicity of other things in time which 
would be better utilized for what in most 
instances equal opportunity will never come 
again. 

There are signs that the people all over 
the United States are waking up to the cost 
of the public schools as wa to the poor 
results attained. In Boston, an excellent 
committee of which President Lowell is a 
member, is studying the situation, There is 
probably little raft in the administration 
of the schools. tt is trivial to try to save 
money in school sites or school buildings. 
The amount to be saved thus amounts to very 
little. We want the best school houses obtain- 
able and of first class construction. It is 
probable that school teachers are not over- 
paid, although in many instances criticism 
is caused by pence and superintendents 
being attended by high salaried secretaries. 
But any attempt to cut down the cost of the 
present system will not help the tax-payer 
or the rent-payer to any great extent. 

The opinion seems to be that what is 
needed is a sane study of the curriculum, 
The fact is that a very large part of the cur- 
riculum could be cut out with advantage to 
all concerned. The fundamentals of schooli: 
seem to be neglected, but all sorts of fri 
have been added to the school courses which 
should not be paid for at the public expense. 
any are inclined to think that such thi 
as bandmasters, musical instruments, ath- 
letics, uniforms and supplies, expensive draw- 
ing materials, typewriters, etc. should be cut 
out and all that goes with them, Manual 
training, material in one Boston school cost 
$130,000. Proportionate amounts are paid 
by every city and town where manual train- 
ing is taught. 

Many ask why botany and astronomy are 
taught in public schools. It is claimed that 
one-half of the cost of our public schools 
could with advantage be cut out. And the 
time is coming very soon when it will be cut 
out. The stuff that is being fed into the 
pupils is not education, although so mis- 
called. All real education is gained after a 
simple old-fashioned schooling, by individual 
effort and initiative, and that sort of educa- 
tion is about all that is worth while. History 
and experience prove this fact. The best 
educated and most successful persons, both 
men and women, have had very simple 
schooling. We have splendid libraries now 
which are the real places to get education, 
and through them is offered free to all boys 
and girls the opportunity for education after 
they have had proper and thorough training 
in the three R’s.

There is an article in the Town 
Warrant sponsored by the School Com- 
mittee asking for an appropriation of 
$500.00 for preliminary school survey. 
The ideas contained in this article will 
cause a great deal of discussion at Town 
meeting on March 11 this year and 
probably for several years to come. The 
sum of money requested is so picayune 
that directly this article seems unim- 
portant enough to cause little concern 
in any quarter, but indirectly this may 
be of greater consequence than might 
be suspected. In reading the article 
citizens of Andover are bound to won- 
der in vain what this sum will purchase. 
Was the language used made deliber- 
ately vague in order to obscure the 
purposes of the School Committee? 

During the past year, discussion has 
been at a high pitch concerning the 
need of a new Junior High School 
building. Opinions of various worthy 
Andover citizens have differed so rad- 
ically on this question that there are 
prospects of first-class arguments. It is 
not impossible that Article 13 should 
prove to be the point of the wedge 
which will bring this issue into the 
open. If so, let us have a good hearty 
discussion of the article. Let us hear as 
many opinions on the matter as pos- 
sible. The Townsman advocates open 
discussions of the matter, and if and 
when it is evident that a new building is 
necessary, will back the proposition one 
hundred per cent. 

The Townsman does not, however, 
approve of the sob sister arguments 
that are now being used to create a big- 
hearted generosity. If the Town of 
Andover needs a new building for 
school purposes, let us have it not be- 
cause of the condition of the old build- 
ing but because this business of educat- 
ing our children has grown to such an 
extent that we need to add to our pres- 
ent equipment.

do exist, what reason have we to be- 
lieve that they will not be present in a 
new building, after it has been built a 
very few years? 

In the meantime why not try to 
remedy the evils which are said to exist 
in the present buildings? According to 
rumor these evils are many and varied. 
A list of a few of them with suggestions 
for correcting or at least reducing the 
faults might be in order. 

We have heard a great deal about the 
condition of the sanitaries. It should be 
an easy matter to replace the present 
equipment with modern improvements 
and approach if not equal the facilities 
that would be present in a new building 
and at only the cost of the equipment. 

It is said that the rooms over the 
boiler room in the Samuel Jackson 
school are unbearable for the children 
because the floors are so hot. These 
floors could be insulated where necessary 
at a very small cost, and these rooms 
made just as comfortable as any which 
could be found in a new building. 

We have heard that there is a great 
nuisance caused by the coal dust com- 
ing from the heating plant. In sections 
of some towns it is unlawful to burn 
soft coal, or, if it is burned, it must be 
burned in such a way that there will be 
no dust or soot resulting from it. A 
properly cared for boiler does not throw 
off coal dust or soot from its chimney, 
and it seems that there would also be 
some way of correcting any coal dust 
which might get into the building before 
the coal is burned. 

The dark cloak rooms could be 
remedied by installing good electric 
lighting fixtures and painting the walls 
a good glossy white so that they would 
be bright and cheerful. After all, the 
eyes are not put to a great strain in the 
cloak rooms and it does seem that they 
could be made practical for their pur- 
pose. Incidentally how many modern 
homes have a place for coats to be hung 
where they will be exposed to light?

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Child Welfare Group Holds Final 
Conference 

The eighth and last luncheon conference 
of the group from the League of Women 
Voters, who have been studying measures 
yertaining to Child Welfare, was held on 

Yhursday, February 28, at the home of Miss 
Amelia Shapleigh. 

Mrs. J. M. Birdsall gave an interesting 
resume of an address by Mrs, La Rue 
Brown on “The Background of Our Child 
Labor Problem,” delivered at the National 
Convention of the League of Women Voters 
at Chicago in April, 1928. 

This address traces the prograss of child 
labor from long ago apprenticeships in 
England up to the inauguration of the fac- 
tory system which brought the darkest 
days in history for the working children. 

Up to the 18th century, child labor was 
more domestic in character in our own New 
England, but with the establishment of 
factories it was taken for granted that chil- 
dren should work in them, Hamilton’s 
report on manufactures naively states, 
“Tt is worthy of particular remark that, in 
general, women and children are rendered 
more useful, and the latter more early useful, 
by manufacturing establishments, than they 
otherwise would be.” 

In conclusion, Mrs. Brown declares, ‘It 
is true that we have progressed far beyond 
the reign of terror in the textile factories of 
England a century ago; it is equally true 
that we have a discouragingly long way to go 
still, before we can claim to give adequate 
yrotection and education, a fair start in 
ife, to all our country’s children.” 

The final review of ‘The School and the 
Working Child” was given by Mrs. Alexander 
Wadsworth. This book was the basis of the 
group’s study of the Education Bill, recently 
brought before the Massachusetts Judiciary 
Committee. Comparisons of school laws, 
work accomplished by continuation and 
vocational schools, the need of understanding 
supervisors for adolescent children, and the 
importance of maintaining right aya i 
between the home and school life of the work- 
ing child were some of the important details 
of this study. 

The members of the group attended the 
Legislative Luncheon of the Massachusetts 
Civic League on Tuesday, February 26, 
going to Ford hall afterwards to attend a 
Demonstration by the Boston Juvenile 
Court and the Judge Baker Foundation.

The ‘Town accountant” 
would be a person other than the town treas- 
urer and the work of the “accountant” 
would do away with the necessity of town 
uditors. 
the following letter from Theodore N. 
Waddell, director of accounts to the chair- 
man of the Board of Selectmen explains its 
advantages, and the purposes of the ac- 
counting system prescribed by the Division 
of Accounts of the Department of Corpora- 
tions and Taxation:

Mr. Frank H. Hardy,

Dear Mr. Hardy: 

I am enclosing a typewritten statement as 
to the advantages and purposes of an ac- 
counting system, which I believe will give 
vou the information you desire. 

Regarding its actual operation I would 
state that approximately two hundred 
cities and towns have thus far installed the 
uniform accounting system and I believe 
in about every case it is working quite 
satisfactorily. 

The whole plan of the system is to have 
the work carried on currently and to have 
someone responsible for the accounting, 
and thus permit the administrative officers, 
particularly the board of selectmen, to 
devote their time to general supervision 
and have the clerical work performed in 
advance, relieving them of this detail. It 
also keeps them advised as to the condition 
of the appropriations, as well as the condition 
of accounts receivable. 

At present much of the work is left until 
the end of the year, which makes it laborious 
and unsatisfactory. Under the system this 
work will be scattered throughout the year, 
and while it may seem that more work is 
being done, I feel sure you will find that, by 
having the detail work carried through the 
entire year, in the aggregate it will not be 
any greater than that of the present, yet 
more satisfactory. 

At the present time it would seem to me, 
from the little I know of your local situation, 
that by a re-arrangement of the organization 
the work could be carried on under the new 
system without any materially increased 
expense to the town,

The necessity of a reorganization of the 


accounting methods of our municipalities 
has been brought about by the demand on 
the part of the public at large for services 
at public expense which were formerly 
supplied at private expense or were not 


enjoyed at all. 

The civic requirements of the present 
generation are such that the expense of 
maintaining the several functions of govern- 
ment in some of our municipalities has 
reached a point where the annual tax re- 
quirement is becoming a burden; hence the 
taxpayer is demanding a strict accounting 
of the sums paid by him for the general 
support of the municipal government. But 
while our cities and towns have been increas- 
ing their expenditures to an extent that is 
constantly demanding additional appro- 
priations of money which must be somehow 
raised, they have not been giving sufficient 
consideration to accounting, or the recording 
of receipts and expenditures and the facts 
bearing upon the incurrence of indebtedness, 
and with the result that many of our public 
records are kept in the same manner as when 
the town form of government was first 
established, 

Little thought has been given to the future, 
and, in many cases, burdens have been put 
upon future generations that should be 
met wholly by those receiving the benefit. 
the expenditures of our cities and towns 
have increased at an alarming rate,—in fact, 
far more rapidly than either the population 
or valuation. In studying the annual reports 
of our cities and towns, we find that those 
things that appear to be necessities today 
were aad as luxuries ten or fifteen 
years ago. Remembering the fact that ex- 
pendltutee must be met by contributions 
rom individuals, it should realized that 
we have reached a point where discrimina- 
tion is necessary in order to determine just 
what we can afford to spend; and then to 
know how to spend it in order that the great- 
est amount of service may be obtained with 
the means at hand. 

The individual has long since learned that 
to succeed in business he must determine at 
certain stated: intervals his exact financial 
condition, If this is necessary in the conduct 
of private business, it must be even more 
necessary in the conduct of public affairs, 
Now while we all agree that some men are 
able to accomplish more in giving a portion 
of their time to a particular work than others 
who might give their entire time, it is a 
well-known fact that a majority of our 
municipal officers give their time without 
proper compensation, and necessarily make 
their municipal work a secondary rather 
than a primary consideration. This being 
the case, it is all the more necessary that 
such an official should have before him in- 
formation upon which he can act without 
going into unnecessary detail. 

It not infrequently happens that a town in 
which there has never fen a suspicion of 
scandal and the integrity of whose officials 
has never been questioned, feels that this 
condition is fairly good evidence that its 
finances are well managed and that its 
accounting system is equipped with all the 
checks and safeguards necessary to a proper 
administration of its affairs. Those who so 
contend, however, lose sight of the fact that 
_the primary object of a system of accounts 

‘'$ not to prevent dishonesty in administra- 
tion (for this may happen under any system), 
but rather to insure a more economic ex- 
penditure of public moneys. While honesty 
and faithfulness are more likely to be in- 
sured by the establishment of a proper ac- 
counting system, increased efficiency is what 
We are chiefly aiming at; for it is a well- 
known fact that we may and do spend a 
great deal of money honestly, as the term 
18 generally understood, which, neverthe- 
€ss, is not always judiciously spent. Waste 
and extravagance in municipal operation 
are due far more to the lack of system in 
accounting than to the dishonesty of officials. 

In prescribing a system of accounts for 
ny city or town, proper consideration should 
always be given to its particular needs; 
therefore the system devised by the Division 
of Accounts has been planned so that it is 
capable of adjustment to varying local 
conditions without sacrifice of principle, 
and it gives, as a result, oper figures 
Which can be used in forming deductions as 
fo the efficiency or inefficiency of officials. 
It would be foolish to contend that the 
System prescribed will of itself automatically 
reduce expenditures, but we do claim that 
't will point out the facts in regard to ex- 
penditures and the financial condition of the 
municipality, so that there will not be an 
excuse for a continuation of careless me 
of financiering, 

Today we find in very many cases the 
several departments operating entirely in- 
dependently of the other departments, 

in many municipalities we finda number 


of departments paaaatet J duties that 
should be exclusively cared for by some one 

partment. In order to reduce the cost 
without sacrificing efficiency, therefore, the 
Division of Accounts lays a great deal of 
stress upon what it calls a “functional 
classification” of expenditures; that is, a 
bringing together of those items of expense 
which are related, thus allowing the public 
to see at a glance what each particular ser- 
vice ‘s costing. Then by intelligently com- 
paring these costs with the results obtained, 
we have before us facts that are capable of 
explanation and which must be admitted. 
In commercial work the test of a system is 
the profit and loss account, while in muni- 
cipal work it is service. 

The Division of Accounts, therefore, 
recommends a complete set of double entry 
books supported by proper warrants and 
vouchers, arranged according to the uniform 
classification of municipal functions now 
quite generally recognized by accountants 
and students of municipal administration. 

We recommend that there be one official 
called, in towns, ‘town accountant, ’ whose 
duty it shall be to record all of the trans- 
actions relative to the finances, and that his 
books shall be so kept that the true financial 
condition of the town as a whole may be 
shown at any time. To insure this, it will 
be necessary for all departments sending 
out bills or receiving money to notify the 
accountant or bookkeeper, so that these 
transactions will be recorded, proper forms 
being provided for carrying out this sug- 
gestion. 

The assessors should, in committing a 
warrant to the collector, forward to the 
accountant a copy of the same, the latter 
opening an account debiting the collector 
with the amount of the warrant, and as 
collections are made and deposited with the 
treasurer, the collector should furnish the 
accountant or bookkeeper with a statement 
as to the amount, classified by assessment 
years, so that he may receive a proper credit. 

At certain stated intervals the treasurer 
should report to the accountant the receipts 
in detail, which should be a countercheck 
on all departments. The common practice 
in our towns has been to allow each depart- 
ment to take care of its own accounts 
receivable on account of services rendered 
or materials supplied, and frequently it has 
been shown that these accounts have been 
handled in such a way as to cause a loss of 
revenue to the town. In any event, it is 
practically impossible to make a statement 
as to the financial condition of any depart- 
ment under such circumstances. 

Each and every department sending out 
or committing bills for collection should 
notify the accountant in detail of all such 
bills. He should then debit the proper ac- 
count on his ledger, and, as collections are 
made from time to time, from the schedules 
supplied him by the proper officials he should 
credit this account. It is the duty of the head 
of each department to work in conjunction 
with the accountant, treasurer and collector 
for the collection of these bills; a record such a 
described makes it possible to follow them 
up systematically, and will undoubtedly be of 
great advantage to the town. This will also, 
in our opinion, prevent the continuation of 
the practice of reduction or abatement of 
charges, a practice which has, in many cases, 
represented an actual loss, of which no record 
showing the reasons for such reduction or 
abatements was made. 

While the system of accounts will safe- 
guard the city or town from loss due to 
carelessness or negligence, its primary ob- 
ject is to give information that will assist 
the administrative officers in the performance 
of their duties and inform the public as to 
the expenditure of funds by the several 
departments. A special book is therefore 
furnished for the classification of the ex- 
penditures of the several functions, showing 
the date of bill, to whom paid, amount, and 
purpose or object of expenditure, so that 
Huplicated bills are easily detected, as all 
general facts are on this book. 

In order to facilitate the proper classifi- 
cation of expenditures, a i Serr should 
be made along functional lines; but it does 
not follow that a department cannot have 
charge of the expenditures of more than one 
function. On the contrary, it is very evident 
that a single department can, in many cases, 
expend money on account of two or more 
functions more economically than if these 
accounts were divided. However, we must 
have the costs separated in order that we 
may determine the best method, and this 
is a very simple bookkeeping proposition. 
But it is not desirable to attempt as fine a 
classification in making the appropriations 
as should be expected in reporting the ex- 
penditures; to do so only hampers the ad- 
ministrative officers. Yet such an accounting 
of the expenditures should be required as 
will show for what the money was spent, 
in order that the general public, knowing 
the character of the service rendered, to- 
gether with the exact cost, may correctly 
judge the work of their officials. 

Under laws recently enacted, no depart- 
ment can contract liabilities in excess of its 
appropriation; therefore, each department 
head should have before him, as often at 
least as once a month, a statement of the 
amounts expended and unexpended of the 
appropriation made for the maintenance or 
operation of his department.

The several forms provided are so cor- 
related that, instead of having a complicated 
system of bookkeeping, we have a simplified 
form that can easily be operated without 
the services of a so-called “expert” book-

Phillips Academy Asks for Unlimited 
Holdings 


In order to take care of a large development 
program for which funds have in part been 
promised, trustees of the Phillips academy 
on Thursday, February 21, urged the legis- 
lative committee on education to report 
favorably their bill authorizing them to hold 
real and personal estate without limit. The 

resent statutory limit for the school is 

12,000,000. 

Judge Elias B. Bishop of the superior 
court, a trustee, explained that the trustees 
at present hold personal property to the 
amount of from $6,000,000 to $7,000,000, 
and real estate, including holdings already 
acquired or to be acquired this year, amount- 
ing to $3,000,000. With the holdings thus 
approaching the present limit, he continued, 
the school has pledges amounting to $1, 
500,000 which will be due very shortly, and 
donors have promised more than $2,000,000. 
In addition the trustees know of wills in 
favor of the school amounting to $4,500,000, 

A program has been outlined, he said, 
calling for requirements amounting to from 
$15,000,000 to $20,000,000 more, which 
includes an infirmary, a new gymnasium, 
a library, a pension fund and schalarship 
endowments. 

Dr. Alfred E. Stearns, headmaster, said 
that no boy is so poor that he cannot if he is 
qualified, attend Phillips academy. If the bill 
is enacted, he continued, more money will 
be available for scholarships. 

Others who spoke for the bill were: 
Senator J. Bradford Davis of Haverhill, 
and Robert T. Bushnell, district-attorney 
for Middlesex county, both graduates of 
the school; James C. Sawyer, treasurer, 
and Henry S. Hopper, comptroller of the 
academy.

result of an election, Mr. Eaton citing his 
own case two an ago. 

Mr. Burns then took the platform and in a 
talk which lasted more than two hours aired 
his views on town affairs, and town officials. 
The speaker was suffering from a bad cold 
and frequent recourse to the water pitcher 
was necessary to carry him through the 
protracted session. He constantly deplored 
the absence of public officials whom he 
invited to question his statements and at 
least a dozen times said “I wish Mr. Higgins 
were here.’’ Quotations to illustrate his 
points were frequent from the constitution, 
the General Laws and The Andover Towns- 
man, 

Going back to the Middleton hospital he 
characterized it as “the biggest daylight 
robbery ever perpetrated”. He reviewed the 
Shawsheen development by the American 
Woolen company where he said that al 
though an enormous sum of money was 
squandered, Andover was in the end the 
gainer even though the stockholders suffered. 

He criticized the Board of Public Works 
warning his hearers against “a nigger in 
the woodpile’” whom Mr. Kydd said was 
“hanging on the waterworks drowning”. 
The method of handling the Fleming situa- 
tion on Haverhill street met with his disap- 

roval as he said it also did with that of 
Tioenas Dea, whom he characterized as 
“the most brilliant man on the Board of 
Public Works”. When asked if it were true 
that Dea had said in his presence and that 
of three other witnesses that if he told what 
he knew since he became a member of the 
board there would be a riot among the tax- 
payers of Andover, he admitted the state- 
ment, but denied that he knew what would be 
the cause of the riot.

Driver Involved in Fatal Automobile 
Accident Tried in Lawrence 


With two charges against him, Edward 
ener of 25 Irene street, went to trial 

ursday morning in Superior criminal 
court, Lawrence for operating an automobile 
so as to endanger and operating an auto- 
mobile recklessly, Judge John M. Gibbs, 
after hearing the government testimony, 
ordered the jury to disregard the latter 
charge in considering the case, because of 
the lack of evidence. Mercier was before the 
court for charges growing out of an auto- 
mobile accident on North Main street, on 
the night of April 18, 1928, in which Mrs. 
Mary Taylor of North Main street was 
almost instantly killed. 

Joseph H. Brown, a motorman on the 
Eastern Massachusetts Street Railway com- 
pany, was the first to give his testimony 
regarding the accident. He said that Mrs. 
Taylor was a passenger on his electric car 
bound for Andover square. She boarded the 
car at some point in Lawrence. It was dark 
by the time the electric car reached the 
vicinity of Harding street and North Main 
street, Andover. He said that Mrs. Taylor 
left the car at this point and started 
to walk diagonally across the street, and 
that as he was about to close the door of the 
trolley car he heard cries. At the same time, 
the witness stated, he saw an automobile 
go by at a “pretty good rate of speed” and 
that the automobile went fifty feet or more 
after the woman was struck. He stated that 
he took the number of the car. Under cross- 
examination, Brown said that he didn’t 
see an automobile coming in either direction 
when he first stopped the car, nor did he see 


anything after the woman stepped from the 
car until after he heard shouts from the 


roadway. He then said that he saw the 


woman picked up and thrown through the 
air. 


George A. Christie, a passenger on the 


electric car, testified that he saw Mrs. Taylor 
leaving the car, and about the same time, he 
observed an automobile travel past the car 
at a fast rate of sppeed. He ran to the door 
of the car and saw something drop to the 


roadway about ten feet away. 
In answer to question put under cross 


examination, Mr. Christie stated that the 
automobile was traveling between 30 and 
35 miles an hour, and that as soon as the 
automobile flashed past the car, he jumped 
up from his seat and ran to the door. He 
saw Mrs. Taylor’s handbag in the air. At 


this time, the automobile was 20 to 25 feet 


away. The witness also said that he didn’t 
see the accident, that he didn’t know who 


hit Mrs. Taylor and that he didn’t know 


whether or not the passing automobile 
was Mercier’s car. 


Police Officer William Lowe of the Andover 


police department testified that he talked 
with Mercier after the accident and asked 
him how fast he was going. The witness 
stated that Mercier’s reply was that he 
was going about 25 miles an hour. The officer 
said the night was clear and that Mercier’s 
car had good brakes, being a new machine. 


The defendant took the stand in his own 


defense and after giving his home address, 
said that he was an automobile salesman. 


that he was on his way to Boston with his 
wife in a Peerless coupe when the accident 


occurred. He stated that at the point of the 


tragedy, he was traveling about 20 to 25 
miles an hour and that another automobile, 


coming in the oppneite direction, flashing 
bright headlights, fo 


rced him to the side of 
the road and for amoment blinded his vision. 
He testified that he had just pulled to the 
side of the road when he felt his car struck 
by some object on the side near the rear. 
He stopped immediately according to his 
testimony, and investigated. He testified 
that he found the woman lying on the road. 
He assisted others in moving her to another 
car and then followed in his own machine 
to the General hospital where he waited 
until informed of the woman’s death. He 


said he then returned to Andover where he 
made out his report at the police station. 


Under cross-examination the defendant 


stated that he could see nothing when the 
glare of approaching headlights struck his 
eyes. He asserted that he didn’t remember 
the oncoming automobile passing the electric 


car. 
The defendant's wife, the only other wit- 


ness for the defense, testified on the stand 
that she was riding with her husband and 
he was operating the automobile between 
20 and 25 miles an hour. She asserted that 
she felt the shock of an object striking the 
car. She also testified to the automobile 
traveling in the o ite direction with the 
blinding head-lights. 

Court adjourned at one o'clock for the 
lunch hour, and arguments by counsel were 
expected after court re-convened at three 


o’clock. Atty. John P. Kane and Atty. 


Harold M. Siskind represent the defendant. 
Assistant District Attorney Edward F. 
Flynn is prosecuting. 

After the jury hadiretired Mercier pleaded 
guilty to the charge of driving so as to en- 
sages the lives of the public and was fined 

100.

ROGER W. BABSON SHOWS LABOR OUTLOOK 
ENCOURAGING FOR SPRING MONTHS 


Substantial Majority of Industries Affords Better Opportunities for Work Now Than They 
Did Last Year—Industrial Trends Are National and Employment in Specific 
Localities Depends on the Concentration of Given Industries 


Babson Park, Florida, March 1, 1929. 
The general employment situation is more 
satisfactory now than it was last year at this 
time, according to Mr. Roger W. Babson. 
His survey reveals some weak spots in condi- 
tions, but in most lines of industry the 
Prospect is good for steady work and good 
wages during the Spring months. Mr. Babson 
says: 

“Tt is hard to convince a man that em- 
ig aoa conditions are satisfactory when 

¢ has been out of work for several months. 
I realize that there are more men out of 
work right now than there should be con- 
sidering the general prosperity of this coun- 
try. Some important industries like textiles 
boots and shoes, paper making, etc. are still 
running at a low rate of capacity with many 
of their workers idle. However, my survey 
of the whole country and the whole range of 
industries convinces me that employment 
is generally good. The usual seasonal slacken- 
ing in industrial lines was less pronounced 
in January, 1929, than it usually is. This is 
always the slack season of the year of course. 
Weather conditions are unfavorable to out- 
side operations, inventory taking causes 
plant shut-downs, and trade generally falls 
off from the high December totals. To gauge 
the underlying trend of business rid ig em- 
ployment we must, therefore, compare 
present conditions with those of a year ago 
and pat with those during the preceding 
month. 


Factory Work Four Per Cent Better 


“On this basis there are about four per 
cent more people employed in the factories 
and they are being paid about five and one 
half per cent more total wages than last 
ha Out of 54 leading industries reported 

yy the Department of Labor, 33 are now 
employing more men than last year, two 
show no change, and 19 are employing less. 
Thus a substantial majority of our industries 
affords better opportunities for work now 
than they did last year at this time. Moreover 
the outlook is for an improvement during 
the next few months for some lines which 
are now dull. 


Industries Rather Than Localities 
Determine Trend 


“In studying this employment question 
I find it narrows down to a question of in- 
dustries rather than localities. In other 
words, if the iron and steel business is boom- 
ing in Pennsylvania it is very likely to be 
booming in Colorado and Alabama, If 
textiles are depressed in New England 
we are likely also to find them depressed in 
North Carolina If sugar refineries are 
Operatic part time on the Atlantic Seaboard 

e Western beet-sugar factories are likely 
also to be operating on time. Industrial 
trends are national, with certain few ex- 
ceptions. Employment conditions in specific 
localities depend largely on the concentra- 
tion of given industries in those localities. 
Hence, we now find the East North Central 
section, including important automobile 
and steel centers, reporting a tga 1S 

r cent ahead of last year. Other localities 
ike certain sections of New England, report 
less work than last r. A brief summary, 
therefore, of conditions in certain leading 
industries throws light on employment 
conditions in the various localities where 
they are chiefly concentrated. 

“AUTOMOBILES: By far the best 
employment conditions are found in the 
automobile centers. With production schedules 
calling for 3,000,000 cars for the first six 
months of 1929, this is not surprising.

BOOST ANDOVER — LIVE IN ANDOVER 


“TRON & STEEL: This industry entered 
the new year with a large volume of orders 
carried over from 1928. Moreover, stocks 
of finished steel in the hands of consumers 
have not been built up appreciably in spite 
of the heavy production. Practically all 
lines of iron and steel work, including finished 
steel, structural iron work, machine tools, 
foundry and machine shop products are in 
brisk demand at stable prices. The first 
quarter production should reach a new high 
record for the industry. Hence, steel is now 
employing about ten per cent more men than 
it did last Winter at this time. Outlook is for 
steady work during the next few months. 
Certain lines, such as machine tools, show a 
very large increase in employment ranging 
from 20 to 30 per cent above last year. 


“COPPER & BRASS: Under the stimulus 
of rising copper prices, both the miners of ore 
and fabricators of br 203 products are 
enjoying excellent business. Unless the 
price of the metal is pushed too high, causing 
subsequent over-production and reaction, 
employees in the mines and the copper and 
brass factories should enjoy steady work 
throughout the year. The wiser heads in the 
industry are earnestly trying to prevent a 
run-away metal market. 


“FOOD PRODUCTS: In the various 
milters me es, and is flour 
ing, conditions are generally satisfactory. 
the packing plants are working six per cent 
more eenployees than they did last Winter, 
and the flour mills about two per cent more. 
The ave: increase in food manufacture 
is around three per cent. 


“CHEMICALS: A marked advance is 
shown in employment in the chemical plants. 
Great scientific progress along chemical 
lines has been made in the past two years. 
These new discoveries have much to do with 
the five per cent gain in workers employed 
in the industry. 


“FARM IMPLEMENTS: Increasing use 
of machinery on the farms, plus the better 
perchating power of the farming sections, 

ave made very good business for the im- 
plement manufacturers. This industry is 
employing 21 per cent more men now than 
it did a year ago and paying about 20 per 
cent more in total w: .

For ages even the most intelligent 
men could count only to ten or 
twenty, the number of their fingers 
and toes. Then sticks and stone 
counters were laid in rows to indi- 
cate and compute numbers involved in 
barter and trade. In the earliest civ- 
llizations symbols were employed to 
sume extent, then {In Egypt they had 
the happy thought of drawing a pic- 
ture to represent each quantity. Thus, 
a frog equaled 100,000 and a man 
with arms outstretched in admiration 
signified 10,000,000. The Greek and 
Roman systems of letters for nu- 
merals were considered a great ad- 
vance, but only the most learned 
could do any adding or subtracting 
with them, The decimal system was 
brought by an ambassador from India 
into Arabiu in 778 A. D., and Euro- 
pean countries got their numerals 
from Arabia in the Twelfth century. 
It proved popular right away and 
teachers of the new system were in 
great demand. Trade and industry, 
so long dammed up by a lack of any 
simple method of keeping accounts or 
doing business with persons at a dis- 
tance, sprang into life—and the Com- 
mercial era was born, — Detroit 
News.

In general the trouble is that the people 
are drifters. They tell the truant officer they 
are going to move next week, It seems inex- 
pedient to bring them to court under the 
circumstances. The matter drifts along, and 
again the truant officer threatens. This time 
the family is going to move tomorrow. It is 
found that the family is really making some 
effort to move, and fearing the adverse 
court decision the matter is dropped and 
soon the family is gone—to some other town. 
The inevitable result is that the children 
reach the 5th or 6th grade on their 16th 
birthday and automatically drop from the 
school register and become the recruiting 
element for crime and immorality. 

The great trouble is that the personal 
equation in country towns is strong. Most all 
town positions are only part-time. Similar 
positions in cities are filled by trained men 
who in problem cases are dealing with 
strangers and not neighbors. During all this
